Punjab  is  one  of  the  principal  cotton  divi- 
sions of  India,  usually  accounting  for  about  15  per  cent  of  the  total 
production  and  a  substantial  part  of  the  irrigated  and  longer  staple 
cotton.     (International  Institute  of  Agriculture,  Home,  January  5.) 

Russian  grain  procur  ings  on  Peoember  25  were  reported  85  p^r 
cent  complete  which  if  the  1932  plan  has  been  unchanged  would  be 
about  12  per  cent  in  quantity  below  same  time  last  year  when  it  was 
alsc  incomplete.     ^Agricultural  Attache  Steere,  Berlin,  January  5.) 

India  first  official  estimate  flaxseed  ar°a  is  2,485,000  acres, 
a  slight  increase  over  the  first  estimate  last  year  but  is  considerably 
below  the  final  estimate  of  3,241,000  acres  for  last  season.     For  a 
table  of  first  and  final  flaxseed  estimates  in  India  during  the  past 
5  years,  see  page  57  this  issue.

BREAD  GRAINS' 

Summary  of  recent  "bread  grain  information 

•  ■  Snow  cover  in  Russia  on  December  25  was  reported  absent  in  the  important 
winter  wheat  regions  of  we  stern, and  southern  Ukraine,  North  Caucasus  or  Crimea 
with  temperatures  low.    The  snow  line  extended  from  Leningrad  in  the  north,  south 
to  Smolensk  in  Western  region  and  Dniepropopetrovsk  in  Ukraine  and  then  eastward 
to  Stalingrad  in  the  Lower  Volga  region  including  largely  the  spring  crops  and 
winter  rye  sections.  , In  general  the  snow  cover  in  Russia . diminishes  f  rom^  the 
northwest  to  the  southeast.    The  mild  weather  in  France  has  advanced  the  early 
fall  -sown  crops  too  far  for  this  season  of  the  year,  radioed  advices  from  the 
Bureau* s  Berlin  office  indicate.    The  area  sown  to  winter  wheat  in  Romania  up 
to  November  30  is  officially  reported  at  5,861,000-  a'6res  or  an  increase  of  nearly 
13  per  cent  above  that  sown  to  the  same  time  last  season  "but  is  not  much  more 
than  that  reported  two  years  ago  when  conditions  there 'were'  more  normal.  No 
production  or  acreage  changes  were  received  since  those  reported  in  detail  last 
week* 

< World  wheat  shipments  during  the  last  week  of  the  year  fell  off  some- 
what, especially  from  the  Southern  Hemisphere.    Total  shipments  were  reported 
at  9,-679,000  bushels  of  which  4,900,000  were  North  American  and  over  4,000,000 
from  the  Southern  Hemisphere.     Shipments  in  recent  weeks  have  compared  rather 
favorably  with  a  year  ago  though  for  the  season  to  date  tht  total  is  the  lowest 
for  many  years.    United  States  exports  of  wheat  and  flour  for  the  six  months 
July  1  to  December  31,  1932  are  placed  at  about  27,000,000    bushels  compared, 
with  82,315,000    bushels  exported  during  the  corresponding  period  a  year  ago 
and  83, 103, 00£D    bushels  for  the  same:  time  two  years- ago.    Exports  during  the  six 
months  period  /included  a  good  part,  of  the  special  Farm  Board  sales.    Of  the 
present  United  States  exports, 16, 767, 000 bushel s 'were  as  wheat  grain  and 
10,249,000     bushels  as  flour  converted  to  a  wheat  basis. 

Effective  January  1,  1933,  the  Italian  milling  quota  became  80  per  cent 
for  soft  or  bread  wheat  in  south  Italy  and  Latium  ( including  Rome)  and  60  per 
cent  for  the  Islands  of  Sardinia  and  Sicily.    The  previous  ra.tes  were  95  per  cent 
except  in  Sicily  where  30  per  eifl£?1fi©ad -wheat  was  permitted.    The  quota  for 
domestic  durum  wheat  was  reduced  from  95  to.  90  per  cent  in  southern  Italy  and 
Latium  and  from  70  to  60  per  cent  in  northern  and  central  Italy.    The  quota  for 
bread  wheat  in  northern  Italy  remained  unchanged.  .  In  Sweden  the  milling  quota 
for  the  months  of  January  and  February  has  been  raised  from  90  to  95  per  cent 
.for  domestic  wheat  required  in  all  flour. with  the  minimum  for  special  lots  of 
80  per  cent.    This  is  the  highest  rate  for  wheat  yet  adopted  in  Sweden. 
NOTE:.    The  table  on  page  800  in  "Foreign  Crops  and  Markets",  December  5,  1932 
and  page  40  of  F.S*58  "Foreign  Government  Legi slat  ion .Affecting  Wheat"  gives 
Argentine  paper  currency  depreciation  a.s  75  per  cent  (basis  original  par).  The 
gold  peso  is  depreciated  about  40  per  cent  and  technically  the  paper  peso  the. 
same  amount  due  to  a  fixed' "conversion  ratio  of  paper  to  gold  (44  per  cent)* 
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European  market  situation 

Continental  European  markets  were  very  quiet  the  last  of  December  due 
to  the  holidays,  Agricultural  Attache1  Steere  at  Berlin  advises.  Restricted 
transactions  in  Canadian  and  Argentine  wheat  were  reported  on  the  Netherlands 
and  Belgian  markets.    The  French  market  was  slightly  firmer  after  the  passing  of 
a  bill  for  300  million  francs  (about  $11,760,000)  for  supporting  purchases.  The 
German  market  was  unchanged. 

procurings  on  December  20  in  per  cent  of  the  yearly  plan  in  Russian 
were:  Total  Union,  84;  Lower  Volga,  region,  81;  Ukraine,  71.  Soviet  farms 
were  still  20  per  cent  behind  the  yearly  plan. 

Smaller  South  African  ITheat  Crop  expected 

The  wheat  crop  being  harvested  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa  is  believed 
to  be  considerably  smaller  than  last  year  due  to  less  favorable' weather  condi- 
tions, according  to  a  report  from  Agricultural  Attache  Taylor  at  Pretoria. 
On  account  of  the  late  winter  drought s9  destructive  winds  and  late  frosts  there 
will  not  likely  /.be  a  repetition  of  the  surplus  production  of  last  year.  To 
date  no  official  estimates  for  the  1931-32  wheat  crop  have  been  released, 
though  it  is  generally  considered  to  have  exceeded  the  normal  domestic  require- 
ment of  12,000,000  to  13,000,000  bushels  and  also  the  present  crop* 

A  serious  locust  scourge  was  avoided  by  the  prompt  action  of  the  South 
African  Department  of  Agriculture  in  destroying  masses  of  hoppers  which  appeared 
over  an  area  of  about  700  miles  in  length.    The  destruction  was  practically 
completed  before  the  locusts  reached  the  flying  stage.    However,  European  migra- 
tory locusts  were  reported  to  be  flying  south  from  Tanganyika,  Nyasaland  and 
Bechuanaland  protectorate  and  may  invade  the  Union.  ' 

Estimates  of  wheat  area  in  Kenya  Colony  this  year  indicate  a  reduction 
from  59,000  to  40,000  acres  planted,  but  there  was  much  less  abandonment, 
so  that  the  harvested  acreage  was  only  reduced  from  43,000  to  39,000  acres. 


FEED  GRAINS 
Summary  of  recent  feed  grain  informati on 

•  The  19  32  barley  crop  in  Turkey  is  estimated  at  52,535,000  bushels.  This 
is  a  decrease  of  nearly  43  per  cent  from  the  unusually  large  production  of  last 
year,  but  is  only  about  10  per  cent  below  the  average  harvest  from  1926  to  1930. 
The  total  1932  barley  production  in  the  countries  reported  is  1,443,569,000 
bushels  compared  with  1,258,799,000  bushels  in  1931.    In  the  European  countries 
the.  production  reported  is  748,111,000  bushels  against  641,805,000  bushels  a 
year  earlier.

COTTON 

Liverpool  cotton  prices  about  same  as  year  ago 

Demand  for  raw  cotton  at  Liverpool  continued  quiet  during  the  last  week 
of  the  year  though  evidence  of  improved  trade  was  reported  and  prices  of  all 
descriptions  were  higher.  American  middling  on  December  30  was  quoted  at  7.3 
cents  per  pound  or  about  a  quarter-cent  above  a  week  earlier  end  compared  with 
7.6  cents  as  the  quotations  a  year  ago.  The.- corresponding  sterling  prices  for 
this  year  and  last  were  5.29  and  5.39  pence,  prices  of  most  cottons  ended  the 
year  at  practically  the  same  figures  as  a.  year  ago.     See  price  table,  page  39. 

At  Manchester  spot  demand  was  poor  and  the  market  quiet  owing  to  the 
holidays.     Cloth  demand  for  India  was  fair.    More  looms  were  to  start  operating 
on  January  2,  19  33.    A  slightly  broader  spot  and  spinner  demand  was  noted  at 
Bremen.    The  visible  supply  of  American  cotton  there  was  placed  at  a  little  over 
600,000  bales.     Spinners  have  been  taking  about  40,000  bales  weekly.  Cotton 
import  figures  at  Milan  for  1932  were  reported  11  per  cent  above  those  of  a. 
year  earlier.    Holiday  trading  was  limited. 


TOBACCO 

South  African  tobacco  -prospects  • 

Tobacco  production  propsects  for  1932—33  are  now  generally  below  those 
of  1931-32  in  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  according  to  cabled  advices  of  Decem- 
ber 30,  19  32  from  Agricultural  Attache  C.C.  Taylor  at  Pretoria.  Prolonged 
drought  is  mentioned  in  the  cable  in  connection  with  the  decline  in  growing 
conditions,  which  developed  unfavorably  since  last  October,  when  total  produc- 
tion for  19  31-32  was  placed  at  about  19,600,000  pounds.    In  Southern  Rhodesia, 
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the  1932-33.  tobacco  acreage  i:s  placed  at  about  3,5,000  acres  against  nearly 
26,000  acres  in.  1931-32.    -Tne  1932-33  acreage,  produced  20,220,000  pounds  of 
tobacco,  of.  which  13, 000, 000  pounds  were  flue- cured.  :.  In  1931-32,  the  total 
crop  reached  J'4'4 38 6, 000  pounds  of  Which  11,200,000  pounds  were  flue- cured. 
Rhode  si  an  producers  have  "been  encouraged  by  the  favorable'  consideration  given 
their  product  at  the  Ottawa  Conference,  and  by  the  increasing  percentage  of 
Rhode sian  tobacco  being  utilized  by  the  British  tobacco  manufacturing  indus- 
try. 


FRUIT,  VEGETABLES ' AND  NUTS  ' 

German  apple  "market  s  have  considerable  European  sup-ply 

The  new  year  opened  with  important  supplies' of  southern  European  ap- 
ples, still  available  in  German  markets,  according  to  a  cable  of  January  3 
from  Agricultural  Attache  L.  V.  Steere  at  Berlin,    A  rapid  decrease  is  ex- 
pected during  January,  however,  due  to  higher  seasonal  tariffs.  Domestic 
German  supplies  are  regarded  as  small.     The  Agricultural  Council  estimates 
that  farm  stocks  of  late  apples  as  of  December  1,  1932  represent  only  15 
per  cent  of  the  crop  and  pears  only  4  per  cent  against  30  per  cent  and  14 
per  cent  respectively  a  year  earlier.    As  to  oranges,  weather  damage  in 
Spain  and  an  improved  British  demand 'are  expected  to  lighten  the  pressure 
on  the  German  fruit  market.       '  .  . 


LIVESTOCK,  MEAT  AND  "TOOL 

Sydney  wool  -sales  -open  '  stronger 

Prices  registered  at  the  opening  of  the  current  wool  sales  series 
at  Sydney,  Australia  on  January  3,  1933  were  higher  than  at  the  close  of 
the  preceding  series,  according  to  a  cable  of  that  date  from  Fool  Special- 
ist H.  E.  Reed  at  London.    Prices  secured  were  from  5  per  cent  to  7.5  per 
cent  above  those  registered  on  December  15,  1932. 

,-  South  American  wool  exports  advance 

Combined  wool  exports  from  Argentina  and  Uruguay  totaled  60,000  bales 
for  the  two  months  October-November  1932  against  48,000  bales  for  the  corres- 
ponding 1931  period,  according  to  Assistant  Agricultural  Commissioner  C.L. 
Luedtke  at  Buenos  Aires.     The  movement  from  Uruguay  was  only  slightly  larger 
than  that  of  1931,  while  the  Argentine  movement  showed  an  increase  of  35.3 
per  cent.     Heaviur  exports  to  Germany,  Prance,  Belgium  and  Netherlands  ac- 
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counted  for  the  bulk  of  the  increased  movement  from  Argentina.    Exports  to 
the  United  Kingdom  and  the  United,  states  were: some what  smaller  than  last 
year.     The  heavier  movement  to  continental  Europe  is  in  keeping  with  other 
information  indicating  a  relatively  stronger  competitive  interest  among  wool 
buyers  on  the  Continent  than  in  Great  Britain.    The  -small  increase  in  1932 
exports  from  Uruguay  is  accounted  for  largely  in  -the  movement  to  Germany 
with  Italy,  Netherlands  and  Spain  also  taking  larger  quantities.     See  table,

Commenting  on  the  Couth  American  wool  markets  in  mid-December,  Mr. 
Luedtke  reports  that  conditions  in  Buenos  Aires  followed  closely  the  Euro- 
pean market  development s  with  a  good  demand  for  fine  wools  in  evidence,  es- 
pecially when'  cle'ah'  rind  -of-  good  quality.

EGGS 

South  African  egg  exports  decline 

Exports  of  shell'  eggs  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa  reached  14-3,000 
cases  of  30:- dozen  each  for  the  period  August  12-November  13,  1932  against 
155,000  cases  for  the  corresponding  period  of  the  1931-32  season,  according 
to  Agricultural  Attache  C.  C.  Taylor'  at  Pretoria.     Indications  are  -that  the 
1932-33  shipments  cannot  equal  the  total  of  133,000  cases  reached  in  1931-32. 
The  period,  of  maximum  egg  production  is  reached  in  the  Union  at  the  end  of 
November  with  output  diminishing  from  then  until,  .about  January  1  which  is 
usually  regarded  as  the.  end  of-. .the  season.    .Current;.,  prices  are  not  viewed  as 
encouraging .  the  .  increasing  of  the  number  of  chickens:,;  which  were  placed  at 
about  10  million  at  the  last  enumeration.    The  export  .subsidy  did  not  com- 
pensate this  season  for  loss  on  foreign  exchange  and  feed  prices  were  not 
lowered  proportionately.  :  . 

Egg  exports  from  the  Union  of  South  Africa  expanded  from  zero  in 
1918  to  a  ;peal£  of  193  thousand,  cases  in  .the  1930-31  season,  practically 
all  of  the  overseas  shipments  are  disposed  of  in  the  British  market...  The 
bulk  of  the  export  business  is  in  the  hands  of  cooperative  organizations. 
Formerly  the  cooperatives  handled  abou$  45  per  cent  of  the  egg  exports  and 
commercial  egg  dealers  about  -55  per  cent.  .  .The  low  prices,  which  prevailed 
in  England,  during  the  1932-33  season  and  unfavorable  exchange  rates,  how- 
ever, caused  commercial  egg  dealers  to  practically  discontinue  exporting 
eggs. 
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.■AMERICAN  AGRICULTURAL  EXPORTS  REDUCED  I"  NOVEMBER 

Decreases  In  United  States  exports  of  nearly  all  agricultural  pro- 
ducts during  the  month  of  November,  1932  reduced  the  index  to  120,  the  low- 
est November  index  since  1921.     When  cotton  is  excluded,  the  decline  was 
even  more  pronounced,  the  index  amounting  to  85  or  29 -points  below  the  pre- 
vious minimum  for  November. 

Cotton  shipments  to  European  countries  rose  to  704,000  bales  as  com- 
pared .-with  632,000  bales  during  November  1931  but  this  increase  was  more 
than  offset  by  smaller  exports  to  the  Ear  East.     Japan  was  the  heaviest 
purchaser,  followed  by  Germany  and  Great  Britain.    Eor  the  five  months  end- 
ed November  30,1932,  total  exports  amounted  to  3,873,000  bales  as  compared 
.  with  3,287,000  bales  during  the  corresponding  period  of  1931,  an  increase 
in  quantity  of  nearly  18  per  cent  and  a  gain  in  Value  of  11  per  cent.  The 
average  export  value  of  cotton  for  the  five-month  period  amounted  to  7.4 
cents  per  pound  as  against  7.9  cents  during  the  corresponding  five  months 
a  year  ago .  . 

Wheat  and  flour  made  a  very  discouraging  showing  with  an  index  of 
57  the  lowest  November  index  since  November  1904.    Of  the  total  exports 
of  5,985,000  bushels,  2,817,000  bushels  was  Farm  Board,  wheat  under  special 
contract  to  Brazil.  For  the  five  months  ended  November  30,   total  exports 
of  wheat  and  flour  stood  at  25,087,000  bushels,  valued  at  $15,148,000  a 
decrease  in  both  volume  and  value  of  64  per  cent  fro:.:  1931  figures. 

Following  a  temporary  advance  during  the  month  of  October,  the  Nov- 
ember index  for  unmanufactured  leaf  tobacco  dropped  to  144,  which  was  lower 
than  any  corresponding  month  since  1924.     Fruit  exports  were  fairly  well 
maintained,  the  .index  amounting  to  423  as  compared  with  593  the  preceding 
months  and  459  during  November  of  the  preceding  year.    Lard  exports  recorded 
a  sharp  decline  as  compared  with  the  two  preceding  months    but  exports  of 
cured  pork  did  not  differ  greatly  from  the  low  level  of  the  earlier  months 
of  the  year.
